If these youths are 
as vain and egotistical as their alien- 
ists declared them to be, their egos 
were receiving a_ series of rude 
shocks, They heard themselves de- 
picted as children who never had 
grown up, as youths who fancied 
themselves superior, when in fact they 
had marked inferiorities and delu- 
sions and should have had confine- 
ment and treatment. 

h Dream Came in April 

The death fantasy, which caused 
their childish dreams to be pervaded 
with terror, came to the front last 
April when Loeb and Leopold started 
to discuss killing somebody, Dr. White 
declared.

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Prominent Georgians Protest Passage 


Of Favorably Reported Evolution Bill 


Editor Constitution: I notice that 
the Georgia legislature intends to ban 
the teaching of the theofy of evolution 
from the state schools. 

If such proves to be the case may 
I ask whether this will not also pre- 
vent the teaching of botany, zoology, 
geology, much of astronomy and of 


many other sciences, since all these 
sciences have as their very founda- 


tion stone the theory of evolution, as 
applied both to the organic and in- 


organic worlds. If evolution is not toe 
be taught all our modern text books 
on these subjects will have to be re- 
written back to the state they were 
in 200 years ago. It would mean 
simply that any further investigation 
into the development of man is pro- 
hibited; we are to close our. minds 
on this subject forever. The study 
of the most important branch of 
natural science would be considered 
irreligious in Georgia. 

What I fear is that gradually sen- 


sible people will send their children 
away from Georgia to be educated. 
Would such a thing be desirable? 


Odd to say that enforcement of such 


an act would oblige the schoo!s of } 
Georgia to teach a form of evolutiog | 


that no scientist would admit to be 
possible at all. Man was “creat?” 
about 6,000 years ago. As all were 
drowned in the flood about 2.000 years 
later there remains a period of only 
about 4,000 years in which all the 
different races of men have developed 
from one original Hebrew pair. The 
children of Georgia must then 
taught that all the extraordinarily 
differcnt races, the Chinese, the Jap- 
anese, the Saxons, Turks, American 
Indians, Eskimos and Negroes, and 
innumerable other 
inaccessible and remote parts of the 
world, were all descended—how other- 
wise than by evolution?—from a 
single pair of Hebrews in about 4,000 
years. This is totally impossible. It 
would be _ out-evolutionizing che 
evolutionist. I might very proverly 
object to having my not very remote 
relationship to the Negro asserted by 
legislative enactment in the state of 
Georgia.

_ FAT FOLK SHOULD BATHE. 


I find it necessary at this juncture 
to abate a jot or tittle on the ques- 
tion of bathing. Fat folk should bathe 
at’ least twice a day, even tho per- 
fectly clean. Yea, verily, three or 
four times a day if they mean to 
gfow lean. This is not an indorse- 
ment of soap: we have an overstock 
of soap at our house. Abandon soap 
all ye who entertain this notion of 

washing away the too, too solid flesh. 
It’s bad enough for the poor skin to 


put water on it so often. 

While I amarevising or moderating 
my teachings—and it gaddens me 
now to discover that I am beginning 
to see how very radical some of my 
teachings have been—permit me _ tv 
withdraw the facetious, impatient or 
sarcastic remarks I have uttered in 
regard to the use of epsom salt and 
other things in the bath for the pur- 
pose of reduction, and to say about 
that favorite diversion of the obese 
that the bath will reduce just as

much with salt-as without. Lest this 


seem somewhat cryptic, the idea I 
want to convey is that one is not 
likely to reduce appreciably by tak- 
ing epsom salt baths unless one uses 
at least 200 pounds of salt for each 
bath and carries it in 50 pound hauls 
from the cellar, or unless one leaves 
epsom salt on the shelf and puts a 
good dash of pep in the bath. 

If there is one way for the obese 
to become more so it is by dawdling. 
lingering, dozing or soaking in a 
warm or “hot” bath of any kind. If 
vou're fat or fear becoming so it ia 
far better to take no wet wash at al! 
than to pamper your slacker flesh 
with a hot bath. 

If you bathe at all in water, my 
fat friends—and fat people are cer- 
tainly a doctor’s good friends—make 


it snappy. First, be sure the water 
isn’t comfortably warm. It should be 
so cold that your flesh fairly ecringes 
at the approach of the dreadful or- 
| deal and you have to whip yourself 
into the water. If this essential] is

The other 
sential is that the exposure be brief, 
the colder the water the shorter the 
bath. Even for obese persons past 
middle age this cold hathing is ad- 
visable, provided their arteries are 
not hardened.

though I can’t prove it unsanitary and 
recommend instead the shower as the 
only kind of body washing equipment 
which should be installed in a mod- 
ern home. Anything in the shower 
line from the sprinkling pot and 
rubber mat to the most luxurious 
product of the plumber’s art will 
serve the purpose. Live people 
to stand up and wash _ themselves. 
Sick people often need to be bathed 
lying down or sitting. No sane per- 
son wants to lie down for a cold bath; 
one just naturally likes to keep busy 
while undergoing the torture. I am 
thinking and speaking only about 
ordinary well people 1ow. For in- 
valids warm or hot baths are of great 
value in many cases. But we do not 
build our homes. to provide facili- 
ties for the treatment of invalids, as 
a rule, 

How cold should the daily two or 
four showers be for the obese? No 
matter. The colder the better, pro- 
vided the reaction follows. If there 
is any feeling of chilliness or appear- 
ance of blueness or sense of depres- 
sion following a cold bath it is harm- 
ful in any circumstances. The idea 
of cold baths for the obese is that such 
baths do or should stimulate and in- 
crease metabolism.

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WHEAT SELLS OFF 


Exchange Sees Fourteenth 
Million-Share Day F riday : 


ON CROP REPORTS 


Chicago, August 1.—Bearish  esti- 
mates of the 1924 domestic wheat 
crop had a depressing effect on wheat 
values today, and so too did increas- 
ed hedging sales of newly harvested 
wheat. Closing prices for wheat were 
heavy, 1 5-8 to 2 1-8 cent net lower, 
September 130 5-8 to 130 3-4 and De- 
cember 154 1-8 to 134 1-4. Corn 
scored 1 18 to 4 1-2 cents gain, oats 
finished unchanged to 1-8 cent lower 
and provisions unchanged to 20 cents 
higher. 

According to current private esti- 
mates, the wheat crop in the United 
States as judged at present suggests 
46,000,000 bushels greater yield than 
was indicated a month ago and is 
about equal to last year’s final re- 
turns.
